Measuring Distances 
On The Moon 


The Dearborn Observatory, at Edison, 
Tiincis, has been used by Northwestern Uni- 
versity astronomers to check on the value 
of refraction by the earth’s atmosphere. The 
onomers confirm the fact that the at- 
mosphere acts like a lens, bending incoming 
rays of light downward, 

Every astronomical body, including the 
sun, moon and stars, are used in navigation 
and, therefore, appear somewhat higher in 
the sky than they actually are. When the sun 
or meon appears on the horizon, it is actually 
below the horizon. 

Because the moon carries on its surface 
the most accurately known yardsticks, the 
astronomers measured distahces between 
lunar mountains, craters and other points, 
These distances were measured by teles- 
copes to an accuracy estimated to be about 
300 feet on the surface of the moon. 

In general, the study by the astronomers 
confirms the theoretical refraction tables 
long established and used by navigators, both 
military and civilian. One of the astrono- 
mers, however, says\that the tables of cor- 
rection for temperature, pressure and pos- 
sibly the humidity of the atmosphere need 
revision and it is planned to carry on another 
study of this kind in the near future. The 
study just completed is nevertheless a scien- 
tific milestone and the measurements taken 
on the moon may some day prove to be use- 
ful to that adventurer who pilots his rocket 
craft to the moon in search of adventure and

But even considering the great advances 
that medical science has made in the past 
few. years, the challenge of finding drugs 
and serums that will combat other major
